Or design the town’s own inter= 
cepting sewers and treatment 
plant, 

The former suggestion is given 
priority by the state, 

The state Department wrote to 
the Selectmen May 1, issuing the

The letter points out that a study 
by Camp, Dresser and McKee re- 
commends a regional treatment 
plant as being the most economical 
of any solution to the problem, 

This, the letter suggests, should 


be the topic of discussion among 


the towns and city of Lawrence, so 
that action can be taken, 

Calling for a decision ona course 
of action ‘tat an early date’’, the 
letter then refers to such ‘‘posi- 
tive action’’ as being required by 
or before the annual town meetin 
next March, . 

It does not specify what legal 
action can or will be taken, but 
the letter does refer to the con- 
tamination of the River as being 
against Department rules and re- 
gulations.

Elusive Statistics 


Statistics are slippery, elusive things — particularly 
because they look so impressively solid. 

A glaring example of this can be found in a current 
discussion over school housing needs. 

Statisticians have predicted probable secondary housing 
needs, based on significant factors including present 
elementary population. 

Their conclusions are being challenged by other men, 
of significant business stature, who add up the figures 
and use the imponderables in another way. 

While there is no attempt to say that no need exists at 
all, there is a discussion about the amount of room that 
will be required within the predicable future. ‘And this, of 
course, is of mighty concern to the taxpayer. 

And it’s going to be up to the taxpayer to vote, ata 
special town meeting, on new secondary housing. Whether 
or not the divergent views have been brought into harmony 
by that time, we can not tell. But it is upsetting to most 
voters when they find less than unanimous agreement over 
immediate and future housing requirements. Many persons 
are likely to believe that if the experts can’t agree, then 
the voters can’t be expected to fully understand nor com- 
pletely accept the conclusions. 

Under these conditions, it is more than likely that the 
lower estimates will be heeded, simply from pocket-book 
considerations of lower immediate cost. 

This, while understandable, is the attitude which re- 
sults in immediate overcrowding and almost instant con- 
struction of still more school space. There is ample 
criticism now concerning the need to build a high school, 
when most persons remember the prediction that the exist- 
ing school would be large enough for some years, and 
that it could be expanded to meet whatever growth might 
come. 

Recalling this, many voters should give serious con- 
sideration to supporting reasonable plans for secondary 
school space, based on present and future needs, The 
more cautious of the predictions may lead us directly into 
a repetition of the situation in which we find ourselves 
today — undertaking construction too soon after the last 


structure was finished.

When the 
yellow-green flowers fall as the 
trees come in leaf, our street is 
a sunny green tunnel, floor and 
ceiling alike, These spent flowers 
make a fine mulch for flower beds 
by the way. 

A little way down Avon st, is a 
sound, which awakens in me a 
certain envy of my neighbors, It’s 
a bad impulse to have in spring, 
but were I able to steal the wren, 
which is scolding at them now, I 
would, I’ve heard one down by a 
little spring-stream on Summer 
st., and another on Hidden rd, 
Here, there is a nice wren box with 
a cedar bark covering, hanging 
under the eves of the garage, 
nicely shaded by the lilac, just 
waiting. A bird bath is nearby and 
there are plenty of nesting 
materials in the garden, but no 
wren. 

Some birds may be attracted 
by planting of blueberry bushes, 
mulberry trees, blackberries or 
bush honeysuckle, to mention a 
few, It’s good to have them as 
they are a big help in keeping our 
insect pests under control as well 
as being amusing to watch, They 
say that a purple martin house in 
full occupancy makes a big dent 
in the mosquito population, Prob- 
ably the people who feed them a 
little in summer as well as in 
winter are rewarded by having 
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In town, we are a little handi-- 
caped in luring birds to our area 
by the fact that there are so few 
safe places out of the reach of 
cats, To provide cover for them, 
we are developing one section of 
our yard for mutual benefit of 
birds and humans, There are two 
Hanson bush cherries coming 
along, two dogwoods, a high bush 
cranberry, six blueberries and a 
white lilac. They have all grown 
fast and are now giving us more 
privacy, charming spring bloom 
and fruit for both birds and 
humans, Maybe next year the dog 
woods will be large enough for a 
robins nest.

SECTION VII. HONCONPORMANCE 


Any lawful building or structure or use of a building or structure or land existing at the time this Bylaw or 


, any amendment thereto takes effect may be continued although not conforming to the provisions thereof, subject to 
the following conditions: 


A. Alteration 


B. Replacement after Catastrophe 


If a nonconforming building or structure shall have been damaged by fire, explosion, or other catastrophe, 
to such an extent as to be uhsalvageable or to require total replacement, such building or structure shall not be 
restored and may be replaced only by a conforming building or use. If such a building or structure shal) have been 
only partially damaged and is salvageable vithout total replacement, it may be rebuilt and restored to the same 
nonconforming use as previously, provided that the extent of nonconformance shall be in no way increased. 


c. Abandonment 


A nonconforming use of a building or structure which has been abandoned or discontinued for at least one year 
(or five years in the case of an agricultural, horticultural, or floricultural nonconforming use), shall not there- 
after be revived or reactivated. A nonconforming use shall be considered abandoned or discontinued When the prem- 
ises have been devoted to a conforming use, or when the premises have been vacant and the characteristic equipment 
and furnishings of the nonconforming use have been removed from the premises and have not been replaced by similar 


D. change in Use 


In no case shall there be a substantial increase in a nonconforming use, or a change thereof (except toa 
conforming use) which in the opinion of the Board of Appeals results in a use of substantially different character 
or purpose. 


SECTION VIII. ADMINISTRATION AND PROCEDURE 
A. Enforcement 


This Bylaw shall be administered by the Building Inspector appointed by the Town Manager. No building shall 
hereafter be built or altered and no use of land requiring a building permit shal) be begun or changed without a 
permit having been issued by him. No building so built or altered shall be occupied until a certificate of occu- 
pancy as required by the Andover Building Code has been issued by him. 


Applications for building permits shall be accompanied by a plot plan of the lot in duplicate, drawn to scale, 
showing the actual dimensions of the lot and the exact location and size of the buildings already upon the lot and 
of the building or structure to be erected, together vith the ways on and adjacent to the lot. A record of such 
applications and plot plans shall be kept on file in the office of the Building Inspector. 


Any person violating any of the provisions of this Bylaw may be fined not more than twenty ($20.00) dollars 
for each offense. Each day that such violation continues shal) constitute a separate offense. 


If any resident of the Town shall complain in writing to the Building Inspector that a provision or provisions 
of this Zoning Bylav are being violated, identifying the violation or violations he believes to exist and the person 
or party in violation, the Building Inspector shall investigate such complaint and shall respond to the complainant 
ruling that a voilation does or does not exist. Failure of the Building Inspector to so respond within thirty (30) 


rules that a violation does exist, he shall so inform the person or party against whom such violation is found, 
ordering him to cease such violation. Any person or party aggrieved by a ruling or decision of the Building Inspec- 
tor upon such a complaint may appeal to the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided. 


The Chief of Police shall, upon application of the Building Inspector, enter 4 complaint in the proper court 
for any violation of any provision of this Bylav. 


B. Board cf Appeals 


There is hereby established a Board of Appeals of three (3) members and three (3) associate members to be 
appointed by the Selectmen, as provided in Chapter 40A of the General lavs, which shall act on all matters vithin 
its jurisdiction under this Bylaw in the manner prescribed in’ said Chapter 4OA of the General Laws. The Board of 
Appeals shall have the following povers: 


1. Appeals. To hear and decide an appeal taken by any person agerieved by reason of his inability to ob- 
tain a permit from any administrative official under the provisions of said Chapter 40A of the General 
lave, or by any officer or board of the Town or by any person aggrieved by any order or decision of the 
Building Inspector or other administrative official given under any provision of said Chapter 4OA of 
the General Lave or of this Bylaw. 


2. Special Permit. To grant a special permit for an exception as provided by other sections of this Bylav 
when it has found that the proposed use will not be unreasonably detrimental to the established or future 
character of the neighborhood and town and that such exception is in harmony with the general purpose and 
intent of this Bylaw. In making the foregoing findings, the Board shall give due consideration to spe- 
cific standards described in other parte of this Bylav, and to the following criteria: 


a. The adequacy and accessibility of public highways and municipal utilities; (b) the sufficiency and 
Suitability of off-street parking and loading facilities and of screening and landscaping to be pro- 
vided in connection with the proposed use; (c) the effect on the amenity of the neighborhood which 
can be anticipated from the conditions created by the proposed use and operation of the premises. 
Any grant of a special permit hereunder may be subject to such conditions or safeguards, including 
limitations of time and use, as the Board of Appeals shall deem to be reasonably necessary. 


3+ Variances. To authorize upon appeal, or upon petition in cases where a particular use is sought for which 
no permit is required, with respect to a particular parcel of land or to an existing building thereon a 
variance from the terms of this Bylaw where, owing to conditions especially affecting such parcel or such 
building but not affecting generally the zoning district in which it is located, a literal enforcement of 
the provisions of this Bylaw would involve substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the appellant, 
and where desirable relief may be granted vithout substantial detriment to the public good and without 
nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of this Bylav, but not otherwise, 


c. Anendment 

This Bylaw may be amended from time to time at an annual or special town meeting in accordance vith the pro- 
visions of Chapter 4OA of the General Laws. 
D. Conflict of Lavs 


In general, this Bylaw is supplementary to other Bylaws of the Town affecting the use, height, area and loca- 
tion of buildings and structures and the use of premises. When this Bylaw imposes a greater restriction upon the 
use, height, area and location of buildings and structures or the use of land in the Town than is imposed by such

other Bylaws, the provisions of this Bylav shall control. 


E. Validity 
The invalidity of any section or provision of this Bylav shall not invalidate any other section or provision 
thereof.
